Every person in Critttnden county, owning or hariwring a 
doff is supposed to procure a license and tag for such dog, and 
upon failing or refusing to comply with the dog law, 8uch per- 
son so offending, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction shall be adjudged to PAY A FINE of not ex- 
ceeding ONE HUNDRED "$100.00" DOLLARS, or to undergo 
an imprisonment of not exceeding THREE "3" MONTHS, or 
both, at the discretion of the Court. 

I see from the Clerk's records, that up to February firat of 
last year, he had sold ONE THOUSAND FOUR HUNDRED 
AND EIGHTY-SEVEN dog license, and this year up to Janua- 
ry the 20th, he has only sold three hundred and fourteen. Now 
it is not just and fair to this small number of 314 who have 
paid out their money for their dog license, that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of dog owners over the county violate this law and 
not suffer the penalty. So when you are brought before the 
Court to pay the penalty, you have no one to blame, save your- 
self.

MONUMENT AMOVIB 



The James Memorial ,which 
is to be erected in the near fu- 
ture over the grave of , the late 
United SUtea Senator OUie M. 
James arrived last week. It is 
a gigantic structure 
44,300 pounds. 

The monument is eight and 
one-half feet square at the base 
anti is al)out thirty-five feet 
high. It will be. set on a con- 
crete foundation whidh is a|> 
ready in place. 

The City Coal and Transfer 
company have the contract to 
move the monument to the cem- 
etery but the condition of the 
roads wil not permit of its be- 
ing moved as yet. The largest 
of the four sections weighs 
twelve tons and there is oidy one 
chance of obtaining a convey- 
carry this enormous load. TMs . 
is a log wagon bdonging to Tom 
Barnes of near Salem which has 
been used for moving large boil- 
ers. If this wagon will fljot 
move it something will have to 
be brought in from the outside 
to do the job. 

The monument was purchaa- 
ed from W. W. Leiand Co., and 
they wil send a man here to 
superintend the erection which 
will start as soon as weaker 
conditions will permit. 

This monument will be" the 
center of attraction for Crit- 
tenden county and will be visit- 
ed by people from all over the 
United States, but there is 
somthing greater than a mas- 
sive structure of marble that 
will cause OUie James to be tong 
remembeirec^ in the' hearts of 
his fellow countrymen, and as 
Ben Johnsoil says of Shakes- 
peare "He is not dead for his 
works will cause him to live in 
the eternal present."
